NOTES AND NEWS. 


AsroaTH.—On June 4th, at the opening of the library build- 
ing presented by Mr. David Corsar, Mr. John Morley, M.P., 
gave an interesting address, which was reported fully by the 
newspapers of June 5th. In declaring the building open to the 
public, Mr. Morley said, ‘‘ It is the opening of a treasure house 
of all the wise and silent teachers of the world. It is the 
unseating of a fountain whence the richest stream of knowledge 
would fiow in unceasing volume.” 

BattTersEA.—The income from a penny rate being in- 
sufficient to meet the requirements of the parish, the Vestry is 
proposing to obtain powers to levy an additional rate. 

Curist Cxurca, Southwark.—-On Saturday, 18th June, 
Sir R. K. Causton, M.P., opened the new premises of the Library 
in Nelson Square, 8.E. 

CarpirF.—The School Board has made an initial grant of 
£500 towards establishing in conjunction with the Library 
Authority efficient school libraries. To maintain the libraries an 
annual grant of £2 10s. per 100 scholars is to be made, involving 
an expenditure of £1,000 per annum. 

Dertrorp.—Efforts are again being made to procure the 
adoption of the Acts. It is hoped that the success of the South 
London libraries adjacent will turn the 1894 majority Against of 
1,236 into a substantial majority in favour. 














LiweHovse.—It has heen decided to elect 5 Commissioners 
from Limehouse, 2 from Ratcliff, 1 from Shadwell, and 1 from 
Wapping, to form the library authority. 

Newrineton.—An exhibition of the works of Tinworth, the 
sculptor, is being organised to take place in the library. 

Sovurn Hornszy.—The result of the poll in this Urban 
District [an unnecessary expense which the auditor would 
disallow, and which has had to be met out of a private fund, 
see opinion of H. W. Fovargue, Esq., on p. 14, ante.] is— 
For, 579; Against, 391. Majority in favour, 188. Voting 
papers blank, unsigned, and not returned, 1,460.

THE LIBRARY ASSOCIATION : N.W. BRANCH. 
Summer Scuoou: Livereoon, 1898. 

The Second Session of the Summer School was opened at 
the Liverpool Public Library, at 11 a.m., on June 8th. Alderman 
H. Rawson was in the chair, and Sir W. B. Forwood addressed 
the students, giving them a hearty welcome on behalf of the 
Library Committee, remarking that assistants taking an intelli- 
gent interest in their duties at once advanced the interests of the 
institution they worked in by making it more popular and useful, 
and added to their own success and prosperity in life. Mr. JJ. 
Ogle, of Bootle, gave a lecture on ‘‘ Elementary Bibliography,” 
dealing with the history, origin, and manufacture of all the parts 
that make up a complete book. 

In the afternoon, Mr. W. May, of Birkenhead, lectured on 
‘* Historic Bookbindings,” with lantern illustrations of numerous 
beautiful and historic bindings. Mr. Fazakerley, bookbinder, of 
Liverpool, then gave a demonstration of binding, in which the 
work of collating, stitching, forwarding, and finishing, was done 
by the actual binders. 

On Thursday, Mr. H. E. Curran, chief cataloguing assistant, 
Liverpool, lectured on ‘‘ Catalogues and Cataloguing,” clearly 
elucidating the merits and demerits of the various systems. 
Later, Mr. Butler Wood, of Bradford, lectured on ‘ Aids to 
Readers,” and his hints were particularly useful, Then followed 
@ visit to the works of The Liverpool Mercury [where the working 
of the Linotype machines aroused much interest, perhaps owing 
to the possible economical use of these machines in the printing 
of library catalogues], and visits of inspection to the Central and 
branch libraries, Birkenhead, and the Bebington Public 
Library. 
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Friday morning opened with a lecture by Mr. P. Cowell, 
chief librarian, Liverpool, on ‘“ Library Arrangement,” after 
which the various appliances in the library building were 
explained in actual working. In the afternoon, Mr. E. Gordon 
Duff, of the John Ryland’s Library, lectured on “ Barly 
Printing,” describing and commenting on many noted and 
notable examples of typographic art. Visits were then paid to 
the Liverpool branch libraries, and on returning to the Central, 
Mr. Peter Cowell kindly entertained the students to tea. 

The number of students enrolled was 25, including assistants 
from the surrounding towns, also from such distant places as 
Belfast, Kendal, and North Shields. 

The useful work done cannot be fully appreciated or 


described in a brief report, but it cannot fail to have a beneficial ~ 


effect upon the development of library work and —.

THIRD ANNUAL REPORT. 





To be presented to the Annual Meeting, at 20, Hanover Square, 
on Wednesday, July 13th, 1898. 





The Committee beg to submit the Third Annual Report on 
the work of the Library Assistants’ Association, The year now 
under review has been oue of considerable progress and unvary- 
ing success, A monthly journal has been established, technical 
classes have been started, the membership has largely increased, 
and the funds of the Association are in a very satisfactory 
condition. 

The second annual meeting was held on Monday, July 12th, 
1897, when some slight alterations in the rules were made, viz., 
all subscriptions were made payable on October 1st of each year ; 
and the clause prohibiting more than one member from the same 
library serving as an officer of the Association, was deleted. The 
ordinary meetings have been regularly held each month from 
October to June, and the Association is to be congratulated on 
having secured such an admirable series of practical lectures and 
discussions. The arrangements for having a lecture and a 
discussion on alternate months have not been entirely carried out, 
but at most of the meetings discussions of an interesting and 
intelligent nature have taken place, and the result has been 
exceedingly encouraging. The lectures, &c., were arranged 
without much difficulty, and the best thanks of the members are 
due to the lecturers, those gentlemen who have presided at 
some of the meetings, and to the librarians and others who 
have so kindly provided accommodation for the ordinary 
meetings and committee meetings. The annual concert was 
held at the Whittington Hall, Moor Lane, on March 16th, 1898. 
It was well attended, and proved a great success. The services 
of all the artists were again given gratuitously. During the 
summer months excursions were made to Croydon, Brighton, 
and Hampton Court and Kingston. The attendance on the 
whole was good, and the outings were much enjoyed by the 
members. The arrangements for this summer are now under 
consideration, and the first place visited will be Hatfield House. 
The other excursions will be announced in due course. 

A Reading Circle was started in November with “ Public 
Library Legislation” as the subject. At the ordinary meeting of 
the Association held in November, Mr. Herbert Jones, Librarian 
of Kensington, read a paper introducing the subject. The circle 
met at St. Saviour’s Public Library on alternate Wednesday 
afternoons, and was under the direction of Mr. B. L. Dyer. 
The meetings were very successful, and were continued until the 
end of February, when the classes held by the Library Associa- 
tion were announced. The committee are indebted to Mr. H. D, 
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Roberts for having provided a room at St. Saviour’s for the 
meetings of the circle. 

It is with great pleasure that the Committee are able to 
state that a series of classes for library assistants has at length 
been inaugurated by the Library Association. The Committee 
of this Association have lost xo opportunity of urging upon 
librarians the absolute necessity of establishing technical classes, 
and they are gratified to think that their efforts have not been 
in vain. Four classes were commenced during the early part of 
the year, and were carried on until the end of May. The 
Education Committee of the Library Association are to be con- 
gratulated upon the success of their scheme. The large number 
of students, and the interest displayed by them, should 
stimulate the Committee to continue and develop the work. 
This Committee regrets, however, that the classes are not 
restricted to those actually engaged in library work. 

The most important departure during the year has been the 
publishing of a monthly journal. The Committee, to whom the 
matter had been referred, having drawn up a scheme for the 
publication of a journal, their report in favour of the scheme was 
adopted at the December meeting, and the officers of the 
Association were constituted the Journal Sub-Committee, while 
Mr. B. L. Dyer was appointed editor. Many difficulties stood in 
the way of the realisation of the scheme, but on January Ist was 
published the first number of The Library Assistant, which 
was sent out free to all members and circulated very widely 
among librarians and assistants. The journal met with a warm 
welcome from many librarians, especially from the President and 
Secretary of the Library Association, and it has now, in addition 
to members, nearly one hundred subscribers, included in whom 
are librarians in America, the Colonies—the latest addition being 
the hbrarian of Buluwayo—and all parts of the United Kingdom, 

sy the financial aid of these subscriptions, by some promised 
donations in aid, and by the revenue obtained from advertise- 
ments, it is hoped to publish the journal without making any 
call on the general funds ; but to make the journal a continued 
success some extra subscriptions are needed, and librarians wish- 
ing to aid the work of the Association, can best do so by 
subscribing for 1 copy of the journal, which contains matter of 
current interest to all librarians. The journal has proved a 
useful aid to the work of the Association, and has led toa better 
understanding in the provinces of what it is doing, as is proved 
by the number of provincial members. The smal! subscription, 
carrying with it a free copy of the journal, as it does, should 
lead to a much larger number of assistants joining. 

It is reported by the Librarian that during the year ended 
June 1898, 26 books and 12 pamphlets have been added to the 
Library by donation. Among the more noteworthy gifts are the 
following :—Cutter’s ‘‘ Expansive Classification” from Miss James ; 
Lowndes’ ‘‘ Bibliographer’s Manual,” 6 vols., from Mr. Cotgreave ; 
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“‘ Catalogue of the Royal Colonial Institute Library,” from Mr 
Boosé ; ‘‘ The Progress of Printing and the Graphic Arts during the 
Victorian Era,” by Mr. Southward ; ‘“‘ Account of the First 
Australasian Conference held at Melbourne in 1896,” from the 
Library Association of Australasia; and four useful volumes 
from Mr. J. Potter Briscoe. The American publications, ‘Public 
Libraries” and ‘ Medical Libraries,” are now received in 
xchange for our journal. In addition to the foregoing, thanks 
are due to the following for gifts to the hbrary:—Mr. F. T. 
Jarrett, 1 vol.; Mr. A. H. Carter, 8 vols.; Mr. B. L. Dyer, 
1 vol.; Mr. T. Greenwood, 1 vol.; Mr. F. M. Roberts, 1 vol. ; 
Mr. F. Rogers, 1 vol. Library Catalogues and Reports have 
been received from Aberdeen, Birkenhead, Bootle, Bromley, 
Clerkenwell, Cripplegate Institute, Croydon, Fulham, Hammer- 
smith, Hampstead, Hereford, Manchester, New York, New- 
castle-on-Tyne, Royal Colonial Institute, St. Bride's Institute, 
and Stoke Newington. An increased use of the books is also 
reported. Members are reminded that they can, upon payment 
of the carriage, have the books they require sent to them. Not 
more than two books can be borrowed at the same time, and no 
book is to be kept longer than one month, if required by another 
member. All additions to the library are announced in the 
Journal from time to time. 

In February Mr. Greenwood again showed his interest in 

the Assvciation by presenting 60 copies of his “ Library Year 
300k,” for 1897, to the members. A copy of the work was first 
sent to those members who have joined since Mr. Greenwood’s 
former gift, and the remainder to the junior, provincial, and 
lady members not included in the first batch. Many expressions 
of thanks for this useful gift have been received. For his many 
kindnesses to the members Mr. Greenwood has been unani- 
mously elected an honorary member of the Association. 

Messrs. Carter and Roberts still continue to represent the 
Association on the Superannuation Conference convened by the 
Municipal Officers’ Association. 

The Committee appointed Mr. Alfred H. Carter to represent 
the Association at the second International Library Conference, 
held in London in July last. Mr. Carter had the honour of 
serving on the Executive and Exhibition Committees of the 
Conference. 

The number of members now enrolled is 101, being an 
increase of 27 since the publication of the last report. Of these 
64 are senior, and 37 junior members. 42 new members have 
been added during the year. There are also 7 honorary members. 

From a financial point of view the past year has been an 
eminently satisfactory one. The receipts have more than 
doubled themselves in comparison with last year, and after 
allowing for the heavy expenditure occasioned by the printing of 
the journal, the Treasurer is able to show a substantial balance 
in hand. The following donations have been gratefully acknow- 
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ledged :—Mr. F. T. Barrett, 10s.; Mr. F. H. Burch, 2s. 6d.; 
Mr. T. Greenwood, 10s. 6d. In addition donations to the 
amount of six guineas have been promised by members and 
others towards the expenses connected with the journal. 

The Committee desire to cordially thank the retiring Chair- 
man, Mr. A. H. Carter, for his valuable services during the two 
years which he has held the office, and they have to express regret 
that Mr. F. M. Roberts, who has acted as Hon. Secretary of the 
Association since August, 1895, is unable to longer continue the 
post, and they deem it but right that they should here record 
their appreciation of the zeal and devotion he has displayed for 
the best interests of the Association. 

In conclusion they would again thank all those who have in 
any way contributed towards the welfare of the Association.

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RULES. 


Name.—The Association shall be called “Tae Liprary 
ASSISTANTS’ ASSOCIATION.” 

OssEcTsS.—Its objects shall be to promote the social, intel- 
lectual, and professional interests of its members, by 
meetings of a social character, by discussions on pro- 
fessional subjects, and in such other ways as may be 
suggested from time to time. 

Orpinary Mempers.—(a) All persons engaged in library 
administration, other than chief librarians, shall be eligible 
for election. Applications shall be made in writing to the 
Hon. Secretary, and shall be considered at the next meet- 
ing of the Committee. (b) When a member is raised to 
the status of chief librarian, or leaves the profession, such 
person shall cease to be a member six months afterwards. 
(c) The Association at any ordinary meeting of not less 
than twenty members shall have power to expel any 
member by a vote of two-thirds of those present. Such 
member shall have the right of appeal to the Annual 
General Meeting. 

Honorary MemBers.—The Committee shall have power to 
elect hon. members, such members not having the right of 
voting. 

Susscorirrtion.—(a) The Annual Subscription shall be 5s. for 
Senior, and 2s. 6d. for Junior Assistants, payable in 
advance from the date of election the first year; in 
subsequent years on October 1st ; but those elected at the 
last two meetings of the session shall not be liable for a 
further subscription till October 1st of the year following 
that in which they were elected. (b) Members being six 
months in arrear with their subscriptions shall cease to 
belong to the Association. 

Orricers.—(a) The Officers of the Association shall consist 
of Chairman, Treasurer, Secretary, and a Committee of 
ten, who shall be elected at the Annual Meeting. (b) In 
the event of any of these offices falling vacant, the 
vacarcy shall be filled at the next Ordinary Meeting of 
the Association. 

Meetinas.—(a) There shall be an Annual Meeting of which 
due notice shall be given. (+) Ordinary Meetings shall 
be held at such times and places as shall be decided by 
the Committee. (c) Special General Meetings shall be 
called on the requisition of ten members of the Associa- 
tion. 

Procepurr.—Amendments to these rules shall only be con- 
sidered at the Annual Meeting, or at a Special General 
Meeting convened for that purpose.
